2. The functions of the Panel will be: — 

(i) To suggest ways and means of biingmg about a change in Itie pattern 

of food consumption in the country with a view to reducing depend¬ 
ence on cereals and achieving a more healthy and balanced diet; 

(ii) To suggest practical methods of production, storage, utilization, popu¬ 

larisation, etc., of non-cereal food products; 

(iii) To give advice on the nutritional, hygienic, agricullural, industrial and 

economic aspects, etc., of the various problems referred to tlie Panel; 
and 

(iv) To test the suitability of researh findings in the held of Food Techno¬ 

logy and suggest appropriate programmes of application. 

3. The Panel will be free to co-opt any other technical expert or experts as 

and when necessary. The Panel may also, if necessary, constitute sub-com¬ 
mittee (s) consisting of members of the Panel or technical experts from outside 
in connection with the business of the Panel. If the Panel considers that investi¬ 
gation is necessary before riving advice on any matter referred to it, it may 
put up a scheme to the Gfovernment of India or may nominate a person or 
persons to undertake the inveistigation, subject to the approval of the Govern¬ 
ment of India, ^
